Mosquitoes of California. 


Glowing- accounts induced MB to try 


the southern mines, and a passage to 
Stockton was secured on an old tub of a 
schooner at the rate of three ounces of 
gold, or thirty-six dollars per head. The 
deck was crowded with men of every 
nationality. The rolling hills, tawny 
and flecked with green trees, bounding 
the bay of San Francisco, Suisun and 
San Pablo, were novel and interesting. 
The very color of the earth, covered'with 
wild oats or dried grass, suggested a land 
of gold. The sight was inspiring. But 
when we reached the mouth of the San 
Joaqnin our miseries began. 


This river has an extraordinarily tortu- 


ous course, almost entirely through tule 
or marsh lands, that in 1849 produced 
bushels of voracious mosquitoes to the 
acre. 1 had never known the like be- 
fore. It seemed as if there was a stratum 
of swarming insect life ten feet thick 
over the surface of the earth. I corded 
my trousers tight to my boot legs to 
prevent them from pulling up, donned a 
thick coat, though the heat was intoler- 
able, shielded my neck and face with 
handkerchiefs and put on buckskin 
gloves, and in that condition parboiled 
and smothered. In spite of all precau- 
tions our faces were much swollen with 
the poison of numberless bites. 


To escape the hot sun we took refuge 


below deck, and to drive away the pests 
a smudge was made on some sand in the 
bottom of the boat, which filled the hold 
almost to suffocation. The mosquitoes 
were too ravenous to be wholly foiled by 
smoke. 1 think I never endured such 
vexation and suffering. Sleep was im- 
possible. The boat had to be worked by 
hand around the numerous bends, and 
half the time the sails were useless for 
want of wind. It was a burning calm 
in the midst of a swamp. But even in 
our distress there was a humorous side, 
provoking grim smiles at least.—E. G-.

To Improve the Lung*. 


A device recently invented for the 


promotion of deep breathing is likely to 
be.of value to flat chested, round shoul- 
dered and weak lunged people. The de- 
vice is a small belt or cord which encir- 
cles the chest at the point of its greatest 
expansion, and a take up mechanism, to 
which the ends of the belt or cord are 
attached. The. take up mechanism con- 
sists of a coiled spring, adapted to 
tighten the belt at intervals, and a train 
of wheels, by which the speed of the 
spring in taking up the belt may be reg- 
ulated. 
Upon the exhalation of the 


breath, after the full expansion of the 
lungs, the chest returns to the size nat- 
ural to it in ordinary breathing, thus 
leaving the belt loose. Immediately the 
take up mechanism begins to gather in 
the slack of the belt, which it continues 
to gather, and finally it tightens the belt 
about the chest until the pressure is u 
comfortable to the wearer, and compels 
him to take another full inspiration, 
thus lengthening the belt. 


This lengthening is accomplished by 


the withdrawal of the strap from the 
case, which act again coils the spring. 
The spring in turn, when the breath is 
exhaled and the chest resumes its nat- 
ural size, again begins to gather up the 
Black of the belt. These processes con 
tinue as long as the device is worn. It 
is claimed that the device induces full 
breaths at intervals, and thus naturally 
strengthens and' enlarges the lungs and 
chest.—New York Telegram. 


Our Would Be Aristocrat!. 


Thousands of American young men of 


fair education and excellent possibilities, 
captivated by the pictures of English 
aristocratic life drawn in English novels, 
are learning to despise the simple, ra< 
tional, useful life of the worthy Amer- 
ican citizen, and to court consideration 
and vulgar popularity by adopting the 
habits and leading the useless lives ol 
English lords.

Anc 
the vulgar are impressed by such things, 
bow down in servile reverence before 
them and do their best to make a similar 
diplay.—Professor Thomas Davidson in 
Forum.

THE MONTGOMERY MIKES. 


A Rival of the Comstock- in Southern 
Nye. 


The Examiner, of Wednesday, says; 
' 


If the reports that were received in this 


city yesterday are not exeggerated, there is 
about to be developed at Montgomery, Nye 
county. Nevada, a gold mine that threatens 
to eclipse the famous Comstook lode. The 
magnitude of the discovery that is said to 
have been made will be understood by men 
familiar with mining affairs when it is 
stated that a pooket of coarse gold valued at 
from $6,000 to $7,000 was uncovered in 
the Chispa mino, which is owned by George 
Montgomery and others. 


This statement is contained in a letter 


sent to a gentleman in this oity by Frank 
H. Seely, the well-known mining expert, 
who wrote from Montgomery under date of 
May 21th. He said in his letter that it was 
one of the finest discoveries he ever saw, 
and that many other men who have seen 
the property cononr in bis opinion. 


COKBOBOliATIVE STATEMENTS. 


Among those whom Mr. Seely names as 


having seen the pooket of gold, are George 
O'Brieter of Taeoarora fame, W. Sheridtsn, 
a well-known Virginia Oity expert, and Duff 
Brown, who gained his knowledge of mines 
during years of experience in this State and 
who was not only one of the original loca- 
tors of the Tnsoarora bonanzas, but WOP 
also one of the Deep Creek, Utah, discov- 
erers. 


Mr. Seely wrote that th* gentlemen 


named pronounce the Montgomery find on* 
of the best prospects in Nevada, it being in 
a thoroughly mineralized belt, aud there 
being no reason, judging from the indica- 
tions, why it should not be a second Corn- 
stock. Mr. Seely also stated that the 
North Belle mine, which is owned by the 
Yount brothers, and is located three miles 
north of the Chispa, shows coarse gold in 
paying quantities.

B. E. Kelly, the mminig secretary, who 


represents a syndicate which has been 
formed in this city to operate in the new 
district, has also received advices from 
Montgomery wbioh portray the find up 
there in glowi&g colors. His information 
is in the nature of a report from Messrs, 
Sheridan and] O'Brieter, the experts who 
were sent to Montgomery to investigate the 
prospects, They state that the find was 
made while blasting out on the croppiogs 
for the shaft house. They secured from 
10 to 12 pounds of gold from about 40 pounds 
of rook. They state that the ore taken from 
the North Belle mine will average $20 to 
the ton. 


From Irvine Fitzgerald, the well-known 


mining man, it was learned that the Chispa 
mine is supposed to be located on the site 
of the fabulously rich Bieyfogle mice wbioh 
was lost by the prospector who found it 
many years ago. Years were spent in the 
effort to relocate the Breyfogle mine, and 
the search proving fruitless, it was finally 
abandoned. Old miners think Montgomery 
has accidentally struck the long lost site.

Many 
inebriates and feeble minded people are 
sent to the Aeylurn. For them onre is 
hopeless nnd they will remain there until 
death removes them. It is very unjust to 
confine a harmless, feeble-minded person 
in the game place with a hopeless lunatic, 
yet those in charge of onr State Asylum 
are powerless to remedy this evil.

PTOMAINE POISONING. 


Oases of Considerable Rarity In the His- 


tory of the Healing Art. 


The husband nnd two children of the 


poisoned family in Highlands are better. 
It is a case of ptomaine poisoning, and 
the fact that that kind of poisoning is 
exceedingly rare makes it most interest- 
ing. 
It comes horn putrid meats and 


vegetables, and also exists in cheese. 
It 


is a poisonous salt developed in the proc- 
ess of putrefaction, and a case of thip 
kind of poisoning is rarely seen so marked 
as this case,' because it is seldom that 
people eat meats that are pronouncedly 
tainted. 


In this case the meat was in the most 


dangerous stage, and all that ate it were 
very sick. 
An evidence •which shows 


that this was a case of ptomaine poison- 
ing resulting from tho meat is that the 
family upstairs tite some of the same 
meat, which was cooked, and were very 
sick for two days, but recovered. Symp- 
toms of this kind of poisoning, accord- 
ing to Dr. Lmtze's statement, are violent 
vomiting and purging and a pinched ex- 
pression of the face. 
This is often mis- 


taken by the best physicians for other 
troubles, and such a mistake is not sur- 
prising when the best chemists do not 
thoroughly understand the nature of 
these cases and the poison. 


It is a blood poison by absorption, and 


its effect is first upon the blood,' pro- 
ducing tissues of the capillary circula- 
tion. In reality death commences at the 
surface and continues inwardly until the 
heart is reached. 
Its secondary effect is 


on the vasomotor nerves which regulate 
the circulation. 
Dr. Lutze called Dr. 


Sowers in consultation on the case, and 
both are satisfied that this is a clear case 
of ptomaine poisoning. 


Regarding the rarity of such cases Dr. 


Lutze says he has in his practice never 
seen but one, nnd that was the case of a 
man in New Jersey. In that instance 
the cause was putrid fish. A whole fam- 
ily was stricken down and five died. Dr. 
Sowers says he never saw a case with 
fatal results before. 
In giving the pe- 


culiar effects of the poison he cited a 
medical work which is compiled from 
the best authorities over the world: 


"No characteristic post-mortem ap- 


pearances are recognizable. The body 
is emaciated and the skin bleached and 
parchment-like. 
Rigor mortis begins 


early and continues longer than usual, 
and putrefaction is delayed in some cases, 
but very rapid in others. The mucous 
membrane of the mouth and pharynx is 
often white, dry and parchment-like or 
horny. The mucous membrane is fre- 
quently congested and sometimes cachy- 
inatic. 
The spleen is sometimes en- 


larged, congested and extremely soft and 
friable. 
The blood, as a rule, is dark 


and contains no foreign organisms or 
elements. The corpuscles are unaltered. 
The lungs are frequently congested and 
csdematouf " 


"Often," says Dr. Lutze, "the symp- 


toms are the same as in the case of ar- 
senic poisoning, but this is not always 
so."—Denver News. 


Eyes of Different People. 


Eyes have always been regarded as a 


sure tribal characteristic. 
Tacitus, for 


example, describes the 
Germans as 


"fierce, with blue eyes and red hair." 
The Gel ts are mentioned aa being swarthy 
skinned and black eyed; the Gauls are 
red haired and light eyed, while the $(tv 
bians, the Turks, the Egyptians and, the 
Italians have always been spoken, of as 
"the dark eyed races." These peculiari- 
ties have not changed. 
RJyen today the 


people of the temperate zones have gen- 
erally light colored eyes, while those of 
the torrid and the frigid zones are nsti- 
ally dark, or even black. Of the races 
in particular, the only one that can be 
said to be "light eyed" is the Caucasian, 
and even in this race the eyes are by no 
means uniform in point of color. 


The whole period of human history 


goes to prove that the light haired, bjue 
eyes races are capable of the highest de- 
gree of civilization, but it doeg.not by any 
means follow that the highest degree of 
civilization is confined to people of blonde 
complexion 
There was a time when a 


blue eyed person was Barely seen, and 
today scvcn-oigliths qt the world's in- 
habitants have dark eyes. 
Lavater, 


when discussing the eye as a feature in 
national physiognomy, gave the follow- 
ing as the results of his observations: 
"The Italians have small eyes; the Ger- 
mans, light colored eyes surrounded by 
many wrinkles; the English, strong, 
open, steadfast eyes; and the Swiss, eyes 
that 11 a- very dull looking."—St. Louis 
Rcpiiblio.
